Tho following particulars of the loss of 
tbo above steamer with a cumber of passen- 
gers are furuisliod by tbe New York Herald 
of Oct. 10th,-— 

Among the passengers on board ; the ill- 
faled vessel was tho opera troupe of Paul 
Alhaiz), comprising 50 singers arlislcs tind 
musicians, wbom tbe managers bad engegcd 
in Paris. Mr Alhalza, nnd bia company 
reached this city on Thiir.^day llio 'J7th ult., 
by the atoainer Vtlle de Paris. 

During tbo passage from Europo, Paul 
Alhalza, tlin niariuger, was strongly advised 
to convey bis urlisls to New Orleans by rail, 
but louring tho voyage would prove too fa- 
tiguing for llio ladies ol the troupe, bo dc- 
oided upon securing their passage by the 
Evening Star. Ho did not, however, secure 
his own berth on board, but proceeded lo 
New Orleans by land, thus avoidinb the sad 
fate that awaited tbe members of his com- 
pany. While in Paris Mr Alhalza received 
the news of his father's death, nod lu.st a 
brother two weeks later. His second hrotlitr 
Charles Alhaiza, was c ne of tho passengers 
by tbo Evening Star.

well known in the circles of the auuthorn 
deiin-mondc. With tbo exception of Flora 
Bedell, who proceeded to New Orleans by 
rail, all were passengers on board the even- 
ing Star. As lo Ihe real names of ihe poor 
girls who accompanied thom, but little in- 
lormution could bo gathered. From tba 
earliest days of their entrance upon tho ca- 
reer ol sorrow, Ibey had cast them usido and 
substituted in tlicir stead tbo inuvilable ;iomc 
de gucrrc. Inasmuch aa ull tbo prominent 
places ol resort in the city had furnished its 
quota of inmates, there was, yesterday, no 
little eadness displayed by their late com- 
panions when the news of tba loss of tbe 
steamer came to their ears.
